CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 10.—Gover- 
nor A. Y, Donahey was renominated 
for Governor of Ohio today for his 
third successive term. by what is ¢s- 
timated will be the largest plurality 
ever given to a candidate for this of- 
fice. His principal opponent, A. P. 
Sandles, who made his campaign on 
thé third term issue, was snowed un- 
der by! Donahey votes, early returns 
indicated. 

Former Senator Atlee Pomerene has 
probably won the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Senator. He will oppose Sen- 
ator Frank B. Willis in {November. 
Judge Florence Allen, Pomerene’s op- 
ponent for the Senatorial nomination, 
made a strong campaign, being sup- 
ported by women’s’ organizations and 
the labor vote, but early returns indi- 
cated she would be unsuccessful. 

Miss Allen’s strongest supporters 
.were, among women’s ‘organizations 
and. many of them were unable to vote 
for her in the Democratic primary.’ 

Pomerene led Judge Allen by ‘more 
than 5,000 votes with more than. 1,600 
precincts reporting. The former Sena-

Cooper polled a large. vote in Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Columbus, ' Dayton 
and other large cities, but Brown cut 
into his margin by sweeping through 
the rural districts. A large number of 
the missing precincts are located in 
Brewn’s territory 

Brown's: surprising strength in. the 
race is attributed to indorsement by the 
‘Ku Klux, Klan and his popularity in 
the rural districts, 

Early returns'seent to indicate that 
all Ohio Representatives, both Demo- 
cratic and> Republican, will be renomi- 
nated. - 

A general lack of interest in’ the pri- 
mary election was prevalent through- 
out the State. A light vote was an- 
ticipated but, accqrding to election of-

The customary last minute rush 
swelled. the total to some extent, but 
it-ig believea that less than one-tenth 
of the jelectcerate of Ohio visited the 
polls today.

Blast Sinks W _P. Forse's Yacht at Nyack; 


Three Persons Injured; One fahety to Die’,

NYACK, N. Y., Aug. 10.—The eighty- 
five-foot’ yacht Lavina, owned by Wil- 
son P.-Forse, blew up and sank this 
afternoon while ite tanks were peing 
filled with. gasoline. Three persons 
were injured in the explosion, one of 
them, Gomer S. Morgan; Chief of. the 
First, Aid, Bureau of the Nyack Fire 
Department, so serfously that he is 
expected to die. The others injured 
were Byron V. vhurch, erigineer™ of 
the yacht, end Joseph Meo, a 12-year- 
old boy, who was sitting on the pier 
near by, and-.was injured by flying 
fragments. 

The Lavina was valued at $150,000, 
She had just returned from a: cruise 
of several days on Long Island Sound;

JURORS OUTBURST 
ENDS OBERST TRIAL! 


Shouts Démand-to Be Relieved 
After Hearing Tale of ‘Po- 
lice Cruelty.’ 


ANOTHER PANEL IS ORDERED 


Jury Is Discharged as It Is 
About to Get Case—New 
Trial ls Set for Tomorrow. 


mistrial in the case of the youthful 
Oberst|gang in the Bronx County Court 
at noon yesterday, when Louis Long, 
Juror No, 8, sudderily interrupted the 
proceedings to demand that he be 
withdrawn. The trial was in its fourth 
day. 

Mr, Long, 67 years old, a chifopractor 
at 1,851 Bathgate Avenue, the Bronx, 
pleaded that continuance on the jury 
would he personally uncomfortable, 
and that ‘‘the stery of policé brutality 
in. the cage has ‘become so revolting’ 
{} that J camnot, stead it apy’ tonger.’* 

fhe mistrial was declared upon 
Judge Barrett’s acceptance of a mo- 
tion by the defense, unopposed by 
District Attornéy John E. McGeehan, 
‘Thé Coutt Clerk ‘galled the name of 
Juror George W. Edwards (whom he 
meanwhile had instructed hot to an- 
swer), and:then announced: ‘Hearing 
no ahswer, a mistrial is declar 
. Judge Barrett ordered the calling of a 
new panel of 100 talesmen for another 
jury, and set the new trial for tomor- 
row morning at 10 o'clock. } 

After the startling wind-up to. the 
case &s it was about ready for the 
jury, Juror Long tevealed that he was 
a naturalized French ‘Huguenot,’ who 
had retained a family bitterness over 
persecution. He also said that he had 
once been wrongfully accused and 
that he had “become skeptical about 
the administration of justice.” He 
withheld details about his experience. 


Demands to Be Relieved.

State’s Attorney's office prepared its 
answer to a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus to teview the sentence 
of Richard Reese bad , Gover- 
nor Albéft. Ritchie evening de- 
clared that he would not grant a re-

T¢éenced to die early Friday morning for 


the murder of a prison guard. 

The Governor said his mind had been 
made up, that he had ‘studied the case 
very carefully and was familiar with 
all the details. 

"Whittemore or .any other man’ 
coyldn’t get a reprieve on the grounds 
on which he is seeking one in any 
State in the country, and I ‘am not 
going to ‘grant one,’ Governor Ritchie 
said, “It is possible, of course, that 
the habeas corpus proceedings before 
Judge Stanton may produce such a 


situation that the Attorney General 
will recommend to me that a stay of 


execution be granted. 

“Under™ those’ conditions I might 
grant’a reprieve, but not otherwise, 
I certainly do not intend to grant one 


while the matter is still pending before 
the courts.” 


No Reprieve for Appeal. 


The Governor was asked whether he 
would grant a reprieve to allow an 
appeal to the Supreme Court if Judge 
Robert F. Stanton refused the writ of 
habeas corpus. “He: replied he would 
not do so unless the Attorney General 
‘recommendeti such action; adding: that 
he did not consider the projected ap- 
peal’ to be sufficient grounds for a 
stay of execution. 

Rowland K. Adams, Deputy State’s 
Attorney, said the State would answer 
the petition filed in Whittemore’s be- 
half yesterday. The Governoy has in- 
structed Attorney General Thomas H: 
Robinson to be present at the hearing. 

Judge Stanton will hold a hearing 
at noon tomorrow on the petition by 
George L. Pendleton, negro attorney. 

Mr. Adams said that-in a hearing 
like this it would not be’ necessary to 
have the prisoner in court.. In com- 
menting on the case Mr. Adams 
pointed out that usually there .were 
only two questions to’ be decided on 
a writ of habeas corpus: ‘First, 
whether the” court ‘which tried the 
prisoner had jurisdiction >:over » him 
and over the subject. matter of: the 
crime, and second, whether the sen- 
tence imposed by the court was with- 
in its authority. 

Mr. Adams said’the State’s answer 
will point out the twb ntin,zencies | 
on which a writ of habeas’ corpus may 
be issued,: and will contend that 
Whittemore is attempting ‘to obtain 
by habeas corpus what ‘can only be 
obtained by the filing of a writ of 
error with the Supreme Court. 

Governor Ritchie would have to 
grant a stay of execution to make 
this move effectiv: in the Whittemore 
case.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 10:—Irregu- 
larity in instructions to a jury resulted 
today in a reversal by the Supreme 
Court of the conviction of Helen Duval 
of Newark on a charge of shoplifting.

Original “Paper Reproduced. 

The* Billings: house was probably 
built about 1740 by Dr. Thomas Wil- 
liamis,° brothér: of the founder of Wil- 
liams College, and still contains the 
doctor’s medicine closet and some fine 
furniture and woodwork. The hall in 
this- house is: papered with a reproduc- 
tion of its original paper. 

The handsome home of Mrs. George

Contestant agrees’ to box for ten 
or twelve rounds-with his opponent, 
the exact number. to ‘be hereafter 

agreed upon, but with no official de- 

cision, and six-ounce gloves shall be 
used by the contestant. The match 
shall be exhibited and 70 in 
comformable to the laws! of \the

COMMERCIAL AVIATION HERE AND 
ABROAD. ‘ 

The “Weather Bureau is making 
daily charts of the North Atlantic in 
anticipation of Captain FoncK’s take- 
off for Paris. His route will be by 
way of Nova Scotia, Newfoundland‘ 
and Southern Ireland... The flight wfll 
not be a sporting event, but is in the 
interest of commercial aviation,- Its 
success would be the signal for putting 
into execution ambitious plans to 
establish transatlantic passenger air 
services. While the United States still 
lags behind Europe, there are signs 
that in two or three years we may be 
on even terms with our rivals. An 
“aeronautical conscience,” to use a 
term coined by Musso.ini, needs to be 
developed here. To create it in Italy, 
the Government decided_to send twelve 
planes on a tour of 127 cities with an 
offer of free rides to the people. 

Germany is today first in commer- 
cial aviation. Under the Luft Hansa, 
a merger of fifty air lines, passenger 
planes have been ‘operated all over 
Germany and across * international 
boundaries without a single serious 
accident in the last year. Eighty-five 
thousand passengers and a million 
pounds of freight were carried. Forty- 
eight cities were served. Planes leav- 
ing Berlin at 2 A. M. arrive ii Moscow 
at 5:30 P. M. Englishmen /are tak- 
ing to the air with, enthusiasm, On 
July 31 twenty-five machines carried 
more than 400 passengers to the Con- 
tinent. Frenchmen give little thought 
to aviation perils. Recently M. vE 
'PoxrcNac entertained an‘ air party on 
his estate near Rheims. Eighty-four 
guests came in twenty-four planes and 
returned home,in them. Frarice is 
easily first in military aviation; in 
commercial flying she is not. a good 
second to Germany, But the Com- 
pagnie Internationale de Navigation 
Aérienne unders@ls the railroad .com- 
panies in transportation ‘from Stras- 
bourg to Warsaw. Light express is 
carried: p&até de foie gras, silks, 
jewels, mail, and even automobile: 
parts. Great Britain specializes in 
long-distance flying. Officials are 
taken out to India, saving many days 
that would be: spent by rail and 
on the sea. ALAN CoBHAM, who has 
twice flown to South Africa and back, 
is now engaged in a 26,000-mile flight, 
to Australia and return. 

When we turn to the United States, 
the prospect of commercial aviation is 
full of promise. On July 16 Secretary 
Hoover dedicated a commercial air sta- 
tion on the Virginia side of the Poto- 
mac. It is now. being used by the Rapid 
Transit Air Service, which carries the _| 
mails between Washington and Phila- 
delphia.

He has arrived at the 
only conelusion that any one who has 
traveled about the world extensively 
can reach: that solely by intensifica- 
tion of agricultural production can 
the. Malthusian fate be averted. This 
means invoking air and water to give 
their assistance—agriculture having 
depended heretofore largely upon the 
expansion of the area of arable land. 

It must bé that the conditions which! 
surround Sir Danie. have tended to 
give him this rather dark outlook, for 
when in América he is reported’ to 
haye taken this more hopeful view: 

There is no meed of worrying about 

the Malthusian theory. The present 
great increase annually in populatioh 
is not going to crowd mankind off 
the planet in a century or two. In 
' fact, a thousand years from now will 
still see man living happily on earth 
under proper agricultural methods 

—getting enough to eat. 

Proper agricultural methods are as- 
sumed, but he based his belief more 
specifically onthe “observed ten- 
dency” of old established civilizations

public the sort of meteorological in- 
formation that was contained in’ an 
article contributed to The Evening 
Sun by James H. Scarr, head of the 
bureau's New York City station, there 
would be a more general understand- 
ing of what the Government fore- 
casters do,.and how, and. much less. 
foolish talk.about the predictions be- 
ing “always wrong.” 

They are not always, or even often, 
wrong, but right at least 85 per cent. 
of the time. ‘ { 

Not a little of the érroneous notion 
of ufntrustworthiness results from 
failure to understand that each of the 
predictions covers a considerable area 
in which a particular sort of weather 
is to be expected, and when it does not 
come to the precise point in which a 
critic Hves, though it may have come 
only a few miles away, he thinks he 
has been deceived. 

\. How that occurs Mr. Scarr clearly 
explained, starting’ with a simple ex- 
position of the cyclone theory, on 
which all real weather forecasting is 
based, A cyclone, he wrote, is a 
very different thing from what the. 
layman calls a storm. It is a huge 
swirl of alr, anti-clockwise, around 
a centre of low barometer. This 
swirl advances slowly, as a whole, in 
@ generally .easterly direction, with 
precipitation in one or at most. two of 
its segments. Its shape is oval rather

CHEMISTS. SEEK" ‘FORMULA 


‘Law Requires Industrial Product Be 
Made Too Dangerous to Drink, 
Officials Hold, : 


o 


While it is admitted by prohibition 
enforcement authorities. that Wash- 
ington chemists are working on more 
deadly formulae to poison or denature 
alcohol so .that bootleggers cannot 
‘®enature’”’ ‘it.and thus make it pot- 
ble, no official here would be quoted 
yesterday with reference to attacks 
that the Government is turning to 
wood alcohol as a weapon to enforce 
the Volstead act. 

Thé officials take the. position that 
it has all along been the duty of the 
Government to: poison alcohol intended 
for industrial uses only. Until some 
time’ after the Volstead act became 
law, denatured alcohol, or alcohol 
poisoned legally by the Government, 
was considered of such a deadly na- 
ture that, it was required, as it still 
is to be so labeled and to be sold 
only for industrial purposes. 

Then; according to Govérnment 
chemists, the- badtleggers’ chemists 
discovered. a ‘way to remove most. of 
the poison’ put into the alcohol by the 
Government, but used other re 
The two pbisons thus’ placed in the 
alcohol have been described as battling 
with each other to the death and sink- 
ing;to the bottom of the container. 
The “renatured” alcohol is then poured 
off, but analyses have shown that al- 
most always there remains a suffi- 
cient trace of the poison put.in by the 
Government to make. the subsequent 
‘beverage’ dangerous for drinking 
purposes. 

As soon as the.newest and deadliest 
formula for denaturing alcohol -is 
finally passed upon by. the Govern- 
ment. authorities the old formulae, 
which the. beotlegger is. said to have 
overcome to a. great extent, will be 


scrapped. Bootleg chemists then will 


have’ to find out how -to/kill; off the 
new poison or stop using .“‘renatured”’ 
denat alcohol, otherwise deaths 
will result. ; 

Before the bootleggers found out how 
to overcome the poisons used by the 
Government few deaths were reported 
from such poisons except where wood 
alcohol had been used deliberately -by

FAREWELL BY HADLEY 
HIS OWN ‘CULPRIT FAY’ 


Composer, Conducting the Phil- 
harmonic, Stirs Audience 
at Stadium. 





Last night was Henry Hadley’s fare- 
well appearance with the Philharmonic 
orchestra. at this season’s Stadium 
concefts. It was not only proper, but 
ineyitable, after giving so many other 
novelties, that he should conduct his 
own rhapsody, “The Culprit Fay,’ 
given for a first time at the Stadiumj 
This work, written in 1908-1909, won 
the $1,000 prize of the National Fed- 
eration of Music Clubs, and its first 
performance was during the conven- 
tion of the National Federation at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., in 1909. The 
rhapsody. has’ since been played in 
many cities of America and Europe. 

The poem on. -which the music js 
founded was written by Joseph Rad- 
man Drake in 1816, and concerns itself 
with the penance of a fairy whose mis- 
deeds* will be condoned on certain-con- 
ditions. Mr. Hadley; with his accurate 
knowledge of orchestral means, has 
translated —* folk-tale into the musi- 
cal languag The light, . almost 
Mendelasohitian, effects introdtce' the 
fay in its habitual setting. Mr. Had- 
ley then follows, ’ instrumentally, its 
vicissitudes, wandering quest, and tri- 
umphant rehabilitation. 

There are passages which show that 
Mr. Hadley has drunk at the same 
spring that inspired angther composer 
of vivid imagination, Richard Strauss. 
Mr. Hadley, however, has more tender; 
mote reticent ‘moments than has 
Strauss, which make a happy contrast 
to his colorful climaxes. He brings his 
rhapsody to a close in an unexpected 
and dramatic manner. 

The applause last night was so cor- 
dial and prolonged that it brought: 
Mr. Hadley ‘back to the desk three 
times, and then he made a speech. 

i 3 is always a great pleasure,’’ he 
said, “to conduct a symphony. orches- 
tra, especially when it is such a body 
as the Philharmonic, and in the open 
air. Mr. Adolf Lewisohn, ith the 
collaboration of ‘the men women 
associated with him, has made ‘these 
concerts possible by his generosity and 
untiring efforts. He has frequently 
remarked that the best way to bring 
happiness in the world is to bestow it 
on others."’ 

Mr. Hadley also thanked the audi- 
ences whose attention and applause 
had done “so much to encourage both 
conductor —— orchestra. 

But Mr. ws “Culprit Fay’ was 
mot the only piece on the program. 

He began with.an impressive reading 
or the ‘‘Leonore’’ overture, No. 3, and 
finished with a sympathetic reading of 
Tchaikovsky's Fourth Symphony. | Per- 
haps Mr. Hadley did not realize all the 
wealth of emotion that can be taken 
out of the score. He has scarcely the 
Tchaikovsky temperament, but . his 
Beethoven is something that has a 
calming and reassuring. quality. Mr. 
Hadley’s preference for the great com- 
poser can. be felt in every phrase. 

At the ehd of the concert Mr. Hadiley 
was the recipient’ of a warm farewel 

Tonight Wilhelm van Hoogstraten 
will take up the baton for another 
week.
